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THE REGULAR IN THE WAR.

Not from any prejudice, nor from
a desire 1o refrain from giving eredit
where credit is due, the jourpals that
are following the war with their
corps of correspondents, and tibe
news syndicates as well. are paying
more attention to the action to the
volunteers than to those of the reg-
ular army. It is troe that wherever
the regulars have performed s nota-
able action it has been duly recorded
as a matter of fact, but the propor-
tion of praisc heaped upon the regu-
lars is small in comparison with that
with which the volunteers are laden.
Looking at the matter from a news
stand point, this is not remarkable,
says the Spokesman-Review. The
general public 18 more interested in
the volunteers than it isin the regu
lars. Naturally the people who saw
their relatives and sssociales leave
peaceful vocation Lo don the army
blue; who saw companies and regi
ments leave their towns nnd go away
to fight, have a stronger desire to
hear about their townsmen than they
have to learn of the fighting and
heroism of a regular army. drawn
from all over the country and pos-
sessing no local individuality.

The volunteer is a more popular
figure than the regular, simply be-
cause be is a volunteer, The public
likes to have him praised when be
deserves praise. The regular is ex-
pected to fight well, It is his busi-
ness to do so.

But asa matler of simple justice,
and looking al the war from a per-
fectly unprejudiced standpoint, it is
ouly right that the regulars should
recaive more credit than they bave.
In the bettle of Santiago the regu.-
lars conducted themselves with a
steadiness under fire and a cool
<ourage that could nol be malched
in any army mn the world. The
plain, unadorned report of that bat
tle shows the Sixteeath regular in
fantry to Lave borne practically the
©runt of the fighting, to bave Leen
in the front in two magnificent
'chargcs, 1o have suffered a tremend-
ous Jost of officers and men in pro-
portion to other regiments; but still,
<while the reports tell this briefly, the
wraise and the glory are largely be-
#ing given the volunteers.

The great New York papers ex-
wloit the valor of the Seventy-flrst
New York and say little abont the
Sixteenth and the Sixth, the Lwo reg—
nlar regiments combined with that
woluntleer regiment mn the brigade
that bad most of the fighting. A
far western regiment, the Sixteenth
is not so well known in (he great
cities of the country, and 1ts ex—
ploits have a lesser news valoe than
those of the volunteers. The First
<cavalry, the Tenth infantry, and all
the other regulars in the fight are
also entitled to more credit than has
bLeen given them.

The regular is huinan. He likes
to be praised and given his due
credit, as well as a volunteer. He
has shown that Uncle Sam’s regular
army, small though it is, 15 a wonder-
fully efficient and well disciplined
forze. He has shown that be knows
his business, and that his ability to
shoot and fight is of the highest or-
der. In remembering the heroes of
this war, do not overlook him.

Sent Weekly from the Union Stock
Yards at Sounth Umaha.

The past week has shown some in-
crease in the number of western cattle
arriving here;, bnt none fat encugh for
beef have yet appeared, the receipts
stitl cuniinning to consist of stockers
and feeders., However, each week shows
that cattle ¢n the western rasnges are
gaining in flesh. Bince our last letter
the market for feeders and stockers has
been very sctive and encouraging, and
prices have advanced materially, quota-
tions which follow ehowing that prices
are 15 to 25 cents higher than the de-
pressed time, say ten days ago. We
quote western yearling $450 to $4.90;
two and three year old steers $4 to §4.50;
four year old steers $3.75 to $4.25; yearl-
ing Lieifers £3.75 t0 $4.25; two and three
vear old heifers $3.25 to 43.57; cows
$2.60 to $3.40.

The conditions ont in the atate govern-
ing the trade in feeding cattle and stock-
has oot chsnged materially esince our
lagt; bat whatever changes have taken
are favorable. The crope of hay and
emall graine that are nsed for feed for
stock are large and fine, and there 18
pow an abundance of these kinds of
feed assured. The corn crop izin the
best poss'ble condition to date and|
promiges well, and uvnless the geason
rhonld be extremely dry from now on;
the yield will be large. Under all these
favorable crop conditions feeders are|
encouraged to maske some purchases,
although the largest number of feeders |
are still waitiog the result of the grow-|
ing corn crop.

The pumber of western eheep coming
to market is still emall, and be said that
no local ted sheep are now arriving.
Since our iast letter trade has been ac-
live o far as the small number received
gave 8 chance for purchases, and prices
have been steady and firm, and in some
instances fair advances have beenl
shown. We quote weslern sheep as
follows: Wethers $3 76 to $4.25; ewes
$3.50 to §4: yearlings $4.25 to to $4.85;
